quered there last month. He said 
this would be in contradiction of 
the cease fire terms.

The war of ideas is on but this nation has woefully 
missed the mark. We live in an age in which thoughts are 
weapons no less than guns. Quite a sizeable sum is being 
spent to impart ideas from prosperous, free America and 
what happens? The “Voice of America”, which is beamed 
to a long list of foreign countries in their languages, has 
been critical, more or less, of this country. 

The broadcast, which recently aroused anger in Con- 
gress, was in the form of a travelogue, in which two men 


_ journeyed through various states and discussed what was 


going on. Heavy stress, apparently, was placed on real or 
al’eged racial and other inequalilies. 

| The state department does not prepare the script, this 
being done by a commercial broadcasting company. No one 
in- authority, apparently, checks the continuity before it 
gqes on the air. In the recent controversy everyone passed 
the buck to someone else. 

* The idea back of “Voice of America” is noble. The 
basic plan is to inform the world of what is America—to 
reach the rank and file of people, to show them that Amer- 
icq is peaceable, sympathetic with their problems and eager 
to ‘cooperate in solving the world’s ills. No one knows how 
many foreign listeners have actually heard the broadcasts. 

; The programs can be a positive and growing influence. 
It gan be damaging to America and wasteful of money. 

* Many millions of people are in “controlled countries” 
and it is to them the broadcasts can give valued informa- 
tion and new hope. The opportunity is great but trifling 
trivialities and light criticisms of the U.S. will leave result in 
no; good.

BUENOS AIRES—There still is | into the night, for a little high 


a double-barreled myth, back 


home, that all Latin-Americans are 
a sunny folk who spend their wak- 
ing hours making fiesta in the 
streets, and that life below the 
border is a thing of wondrous | 
cheapness. 

I was thinking, as I left home, 
that it would be nice to get a 
buck’s worth of actien out of a 
dollar again. And, a3 I caw a bill 
from the grocery store for $3.12, 
fof two lamb chops and a strip of 
bacon, that it would be wonderful’ 
to devour a slab of cheap *meat 
once more. : 

The average citizen I have ob- 
served down here seems as somber 
and grim as a New York subway- 
commuter with ulcers. There is 
little or no public frolicking, and 
the nightlife is about as carefree 
and riteous as Sunday afternoon 
in Philadelphia. There is a battle 
against the high cost of living, due 
to odd nip-ups in currency that 
oppresses the well-to-do as well as 
the peasants. 

Peru is just about the only coun- 
try in South America which hasn't 
become inflated all out of shape, 
from a tourist's point of view; 
where a dollar is translatable into 
spending-dough, and where there 
are things to buy whore prices 
don’t outrage your sence of pro- 
portion. 

Prices are nearly trebled in 
Buenos Aires in two years. Beef is 
still cheap—a filet as big as a 
pekinese still costs two bits a 
pound, retail, and the haughtiest 
restaurants in town will fetch you 
a baby beefsteak that sags over 
| the plateside, for half a buck. 

But clothes, shoes, milk, eggs, 
chicken, rent—sky high. During 
the meat shortages at home, we 
considered chicken the poor man's 
food. Here in B. A. it’s about a 
| dollar-and-a-quarter a pound. 

You hire a servant for around 
$15 a month, our dough, but the 
catch is that you wind up feeding 
}and clothing her. Cheap help and 
;cheap meat are the chief conde- 
| ecenctions to economy. Moderately 
salaried Americans who live here 
| permanently tell me they can just 
jmake it on a budget of $600 a 
month. And mind you, they are not 
| beset by our voracious taxes.
